TEACHERS’ CONVENTION OPENS. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Detroit, Mich., July 9.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent William R. Harper of the University 
of Chicago and the members of the com- 
mittee of fifteen educators appointed by 
the National Council of Education 
to report on a national university were given 
a merciless scoring at this morning's ses- 
sion of the council. President Harper was 
obliged to sit as chairman of a meeting and 
hear his motives in making the report un- 
favorable to a national university ques- 
tioned. The report is the one published in 
Tae TRIBUNE last month, when the com- 
mittee concluded its investigations.. 

President James H. Baker of the Uni- 
versity of Colorado led in the attack on the 
report, saying he thought the men on the 
committee were influenced by fear that their 
own institutions would suffer. After a long 
discussion, during which the educators often 
indulged in harsh words, the recommenda- } 
tion of President Harper's committee was 
defeated. 

Harper Contradicts Baker. 

President Harper stepped to the front of 
the platform after President Baker's argu- 
ment, and called upon Nicholas Murray But- 
ler to defend the committee. He virtually | 
gave Dr. Baker's words the lie. 

Having listened to these remarks,” he 
said, calmly and slowly, I think it.only just 
to the committee that I be allowed to call

facts. Dr. Harper asked the permission of 
the body to call upon Dr. Butler, and, hear- 
ing no answer, took silence for consent.

Butler Hesttates to Enter Debate. .

“So far as the motives 
assigned to this committee are concerned, I 
should not think of answering them any- 
where in any public assembly.

Fort Wayne, Ind., July 
cused of the murder of 10-year-old Alice Coth- 
rell, and with additional evidence of his guilt 
coming to light every hour, Charles Dunn, 
65 years old, wealthy, and the autocrat of the 
little Village of Wallen, sits calmiy in the 
county jail, protesting his innocence. 

Underneath Dunn's cell, and unknown to 
him, Marte Sempleton, his house servant, is 
confined, charged with being an accomplice 
in the crime. She was arrested at 8o’clock 
this evening. 

In still another part of the jail Del Reed, 
also in the employ of the old man, is locked 
up, held as a witness in the case. He also. 
was arrested tonight. 


People Afraid to Talk. 

When the body of the little girl was taken 
from the cistern beneath the floor of the 
kitchen in the Dunn residence on Sunday 
afternoon the people of Wallen shook their 
heads but did nat dare talk. Dunn lived 
in the largest house in the village. He 
ruled as he pleased. The people feared him. 

When the news of his arrest and confine- 
ment in the county jail reached them this 
morning the people’s tongues were loosened 
and they told of things that had been only 
rumored. Work was forgotten. Every one 
gathered on the s‘reets and passed and re- 
passed the house where the body of the little 
girl lay in the small white casket. Then 
they walked a few steps farther to the big 
yellow home where the deed was done. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon Dunn was 
brought into Justice France's court by Dep- 
uty Sheriff Huguenard for the purpose of 
arranging a date for the preliminary hearing. 


Set for Saturday. 


Attorney Henry Colerick, representing the 
defendant, was not present, and after waiting 


some time the preliminary hearing was fixed 


for Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock. Dunn 
was unwilling to agree upon a time for the 
hearing until his attorney was present, and 
Prosecutor Emrick stated that in case the 
date was not satisfactory to the defense an- 
other would be arranged. Dunn held some 
conversation with his farm hand with refer- 
ence to the farm work, and was then led back 
to jail. The accused man was perfectly cool 
and self-possessed while in the courtroom. 


Story of the Dis appearance. 

One week ago today the child disappeared. 
After playing about the house all the morn- 
ing she left her mother to run about the 
neighborhood. Many times before she had 
visited the Dunn family. The two families 
lived only 100 feet apart. The girl’s father 
worked in the sawmill run by Dunn. About 
8 o’clock Alice was seen to enter the Dunn 
heuse, and that was the last time that she 
was seen alive by any of the Wallen people. 
In the evening she did not return. Her sis- 
ter, Kana, a 15-year-old girl, started out to 
look for her. No trace of her could be found 
in the neighborhood. 

it was almost night when the sister came 
home and teld her father and mother that 
Alice could not be found. The last that was 
geen of her was entering the Dunn home. 
Marie Sampleton, the servant girl there, 
said Alice had been there early in the after- 
noon, but that she had left there hours be- 
fore. Then the father and mother started 
out. They continued the search until late 
in the night, but no one had seen the child. 

Early the next morning the search was re- 
newed. The woeds and fields for miles 
around were gone over without any,success. 
All the wells and streams were 
No strangers nor tramps had been seen about 
the country. 

Bach day the mystery deepened. The search 
was continued. Every clew pointed to the 
Dunn house. That was the place that the 
girl had last been seen. No one had seen her 
leave. 

Search in Dunn’s House. 

On Sunday afternoon J. E. Ballou, a school 
trustee; George Warecup, and James Noo- 
nan went to Dunn's house and said that his 
home must be searched. 

I already have looked everywhere about 
here and there is no use of your coming in 
ang bothering my old woman,” said Dunn. 

“The cistern has been dragged and whole 
place gone over.“ 

„We have decided your house must be 
searched,” declared Mr. Ballou, “ and we are 
going to search it.” 

Dunn then gave way. The men entered the 
house and looked into all the rooms and the 
outside buildings. Finally there was no 
place left but the cistern. This cistern is 
covered by a double door. The first door is 
on a level with the kitchen floor. Two feet 
below it there is another trap door covering 
the mouth of the cistern. Dunn followed the 


men about. When the door was lifted he 


said he did not believe the child could have 
fallen into the hole, for it was always cov- 
ered and the opening was too narrow. 


Body Taken from Cistern. 

As soon almost as the rake had touched 
the bottom it met an obstruction. Hauling 
it to the surface the body of the little girl 
was discovered. It was neither swollen nor 
decomposed. As soon as it was laid on the 
floor W. W. Barnett, the County Coroner, 
was called. He, in turn, sent for Dr. C. L. 
Greenwell of Hunterton. The two made an 
examination of the body. 

It was agreed that the girl had not died 
by drowning. The condition of the bedy 
showed that. As it lay in her coffin today 
thre was no indication of the bloating that 
comes from such a death. On the right knee 

was a slight bruise. About the throat there 
was a line discolored, as though the child 
had been strangled. This is the finding of 
the Coroner’s jury. 

It was an hour after the body was found 
before the family was called. The grief of 
the mother was pitiful. Kneeling by the side 
of her child she called to her to speak. She 
insisted that she could not be dead; that she 
must talk to her. Neighbors led her back io 
the little house, while others carried the 
body. All this afternoon she sat alone in the

CLUB VOTES TO SPEND $275,000 ON 
AN ADDITION. 


New Twelve-Story Structure Will Be 
Erected Just South of Present House 
~Old Home of Organisation te Be 
Replaced in Due Time with Edifice 
to Match Other Portion—Resolution

The quarters of the Union League club, 
Jackson boulevard and Custom-House court, 
will be more than doubled in size by the 
carrying out of a resolugion adopted in the 
regular quarterly meeting of the organisa- 
tion last night.

“It is a measure for the commercial ad- 
vancement of Chicago,“ said President Fos- 
ter after the meeting. There has been es- 
tablished a line of steamers dealing directly 
with foreign nations, and now we want to 
bring the merchants direct to us instead of 
through New York. We want these repre- 
sentative business-men to make this club 
their home while they are in America, so 
that they can see our resources and the ad- 
vantage of trade with us. If they are mem- 
bers of a Chicago club they will naturally 
favor Chicago. We want to learn from them 
just what articles we have that can be ex- 
changed most profitably with them, and 
what they have that we need. We hope to 
get several of them here at a time and talk 
these things over, and so increase the influ- 
ence of the club by wider and more intimate 
world.” 

Plans for New Building. 

The new building will stand on a lot owned 
by the club, 50x100 feet, now occupied by the 
St. Hubert Inn. The resolutions adopted 
last night provide for the issue of $850,000 
of stock by the Union Leagues Auxiliary as- 
sociation, $80,000 of this being used to dis- 
charge the present mortgage of that amount 
on the club property. The balance is to be 
expended on the clubhouse. 

Tentative plans drawn by architects were 
submitted at the meeting, and were later 
posted in the club parlor& for the inspection 
of members. The new part, as there pre- 
sented, cofitained Mttle beside chambers, and 
private dining-rooms for members, and serv- 
ants’ quarters, except a large billiard-room 
on the first floor. It the intention to 
keep the parlors and banquet hall and café 
in the old building, or the part erected on its 
site. The plans came in for considerable 
criticism after the meeting. Suggestions 
from all members were called for, and these 
when put in writing will be submitted to the 
architect for embodiment in new provisional 
plans to be submitted to the Board of Man- 
agers.

It appears from our investigation of the 
bank balances in the First National Bank 
covering the years 1895, 98, 97, and "08 that 
the published statements purporting to claim 
a balance of cash on hand do not corre- 
spond with the actual facts.” A score of 
dates are given on which large cash balances 
are reported, while really the order had over- 
drafts of as high as $80,000. 


One Correct Report Since 1894. 
The report continues: 
“The foregoing serves to demonstrate the 
substantial inaccuracy of the statements 
made during these periods. The statements 


tor the years 1899 and 1900 for each quarter 


show that instead of the amounts reported 
in bank it was even $10,000 less, save in one 
instance. On July 1, 1900, the amount of 
cash reported on hand was $44,860, whereas 
the actual amount was $13,360. The annual 
statement as of Dec. 81, 1900, showing the 
cash on hand to have been $42,974, was cor- 
rect. This is the first correct statement as 
to the Cash on hand made since Dec. 81, 1894. 
The overdrafts covering this period were se- 
cured by the deposit of sufficient collateral, 
which was held by the bank pending the 
payments of the overdrafts. On several o- 
casions such collateral was converted into 
cash by the bank in order to liquidate the 
overdrafts.

Forfeitures Are Many. 

As the troubles of the organization became 
known forfeitures increased rapidly from 285 
in April to 552 in May and 2,002 in June, 
$3,000,000 @f insurance being dropped last 
month. To offset this, the number of new 
sections organized during the quarter was 
larger than in any quarter for four years. 
On June 30 the certificates in force num- 
bered 69,311, carrying $120,137,000 of insur- 
ance. Deaths are increasing, there having 
been 710 in 1900 and 879 in the six months 
ending June 30. One reason for this is shown 
in the increasing average age of the member- 
ship and the number of aged members. For 
instance, there are 385 who are 60 years old, 
139 who are 70, 14 who are 80, and 18 above 
that age, up to 91.

The words came in a boisterous chorus 
from the. door of the fireroom of the big dip- 
per dredge that was cutting the channel of 
Chicago River down to a navigable depth. 
The hoisting machinery creaked and rattled 
and the spuds that held the dredge in place 
groaned in their slides, but louder than 
came the last line of the song: ö 
Just because she made 
Exactly what she made that time never 
will be known, for the song ended in a med- 
ley of spluttered ejaculations and a great 
splashing... 
Say, you Coal Passer,“ came a voice at 
last. ‘I'll get you up here on deck yet.“ 
And out of the depths of the hold came a 


loud burst of laughter as the man below 
hung up the hose with which he had deluged 
the singers. A minute later the sound of his 
shovel was heard, and the crash of falling 
scoopfuls of coal thrown from the bunkers 
out into the flreroom. 

The man who was going to get him up on 
deck listeried a while, and then, after peering 
down, stepped out on to the deck, picked up 
a bucket atached to a line, filled it over the 
side, and drew it up. Stepping softly around 
to the after deck he peered over an open coal- 
hole, held the bucket“poised a moment, and 
then, inverting it. sent the contents down into 
the hold. The Shoveling stopped on the in- 
stant, and a .moment later the cheery laugh 
came up again: 

All right, dockhound; it’s 
time. 

So peace was restored aboard ship, and the 
coal passer, knowing the deckhand considered 
himself avenged, resumed his shoveling. 


They.are merry jokers aboard the big 
dredge, and none of them more so than the 
coal passer. Yet during the hours he is on 
watch he finds time between his jokes to 
shovel out from the bunkers an average of 


on me this 


twelve tons of doal a day, and to throw into 


the hoisting bucket from four to six tons of 
ashes; A heavy task, it might seem, but the 
coal passer—tilting back in a chair on deck 
or léaning over the railing that surrounds the 
big engine—declares it’s a cinch and the 
easiest berth aboard. 

“*I didn’t use to think so,“ he said. But 
I never laid down. You see, on this job they’s 
two of us, working night and day. This 
week I work eleven hours in the daytime 
and next week I work thirteen hours at night. 
‘There’s no noon intermission for the coal 
passer, either. Just eat when I ain't shov- 
eling.« What's my name? O, just Coal 
Pass Ask any of these fellows and they'll 
tell you that. 

“ When I struck this job I used to throw 
out a few shovelfuls with a No. 3 scoop and 
then want to go lie down and rest. Every 
few minutes you'd hear the fireman say- 
ing, More coal’ down there. That thirteen 
hour watch used to seem like ten years. 
Now it’s the easiest thing here is. I go down 
there with a big No. 9 scoop and throw out 
a ton of coal on each side of the fireroom. I

have to throw it from ten to fifteen feet. 


Two tons is all I can pile up without inter- 
fering with the fireman. When he yells for 
me to stop I go up on deck and sun myself 
for an hour or so, until he gets the pile burned 
up. If he didn’t yell I'd throw all day. On 
the night watch I go to sleep. 

„Of course, there's a few other things to 
do. We're burning Pennsylvania coal now 
and don’t clean fires ‘but twice a day. 


after the fireman gets the new fires going. 
Then .the deckhands get out the hoisting 
bucket and I fill it with ashes. That's a hard 
job, because the ashes are heavy and I have 
to keep passing coal while they are hoisting. 
Have to let the coal get low during fire clean- 
ing, and don’t have time to get more out 
before the crew are after the ashes. I'm al- 
ways ready to stop when the ashes are up. 
That big deckhand I was scrapping with 
just now is always guying me, but when I

I, doused them a few to persuade them to 


stop. I guess they're even all right. They 


landed that whole bucketful on me. 


What do I do in a day? Well, Tu tell 
you, I get here at 7 o'clock in the morning. 
The night man has left a pile of coal, so I 
climb into my working duds, throw out more 
coal, and then go up on deck and sit around 
‘for an hour or so, till Bob, my fireman, says 
Clean fires.’ Then I get out a little coal, 
get the hose, and stand by:te wet down the 
fire as fast as Bob hauls it out of the furnaces. 
We have five doors, under Heine boilers. 

“Bob builds the fires up big, lets one die 
down, and hauls everything out of that fur- 
nace down to the grate bars. I throw water 
on it as it comes out, and then shovel it on 
to the ash pile, while Bob is building a new 
fire in that door. We go through the furnace 
that way, and it’s the test of the fireman to 


“Keep up the steam to 175 pounds while we 


are doing it. Then I rake the pits and send 
up the ashes and get out more coal. Some- 
times I have to go [nto the side bunkers 
thro that little hole there and pass out 
the behind me, and then shovel it out 
on to the floor. After that there is nothi 

to do but pass coal all day, unless the chief 


engineer thinks I'm loafing and sends me 


to help the oiler. At 5 o’clock I throw out an 
extra ton of coal on top of the regular pile, 
get a bucket of water from the boiler, take 
a bath, and dress up, and about half past 5 
I sweep up the deck and skip ashore in the 


skiff to meet the night man. * 
“But Su ys is my merry holiday. Tou 
really ought to be here on Sunday. 0 
around here M1l I show you something.“ 


The coal passer led the way around a nar- 
row passage behind the boilers and opened 
an fron door that closed a small brick arch 
clobe to the floor.

it was so hot the lantern exploded. After 


those things are clean and the ash pits raked 
I have to lay a new fire of cordwood and coal

Eight heroes were frightened yesterday 
perhaps for the first time in their lives. 
They were the four firemen and four police- 
men who were awarded medals for heroism 
during the last four years. All they had to 
do was to go up on a platform, and while 
their friends were wildly cheering, stand long 
enough to have the gold badge pinned on 
their coats. Yet they went about the task 
with more trepidation than if they had had 
to enter a blazing building or charge the 
“Trilby”’ gang. When it was done they 
fled to the obscurity of the crowd. 

The eight men who won the highly prized

The presentation. which marked the re- 
newal ef the awarding of the Harrison and 
Tree medals took place in the Second Regi- 
ment Armory and was witnessed by a large 
crewd. Five companies of police, headed by 
Chief O’ Neill and Inspectors Hartnett, Hunt, 
Heidelmeier, and Kalas, and Assistant Chief 
Ptacek, accompanied by 200 firemen, with 
Chief Musham and Assistant Chiefs Cam- 
pion and Pazen marching in the front ranks, 
paraded to the armory earlier in the after- 


noon, 
Cheer Their Old Chief. 

As the firemen countermarched past the 
building a sturdy old man leaned against 
the doorway and watched them. A simul- 
taneous shout from the marching men, that 
‘was echoed from the sidewalk, showed that 
they had not fongottem their old leader, 
Swenie. 

Mayor Harrison made a brief speech, in 
which thé history of the custom was given. 
He declared that the giving of the token 
was more as a souvenir for the families of 
the men than to stimulate the bravery of 
the members of either department, who, he 
asserted, were the finest bodies of men on the 
civilized globe. 

General Charles Fitz-Simons, chairman of 
the committee who selected the recipients, 
was then introduced, and told of the dif- 
ficulties of the committee in deciding on two 
among the scores of heroic ones submitted 

It the committee had the choice, we would 
not have selected eight but eighty names, 
he said. ‘‘ As in the gift of the Iron Cross, 
or the Victorian Cross, the intrinsic value 
of these medals are trivial, but in their sym- 
bolic sense they are beyond price.“ 


Mills Praises the Men. 


In an eloquent speech Luther Laflin Mills 
praised the work of the two departments 
and the individual bravery of the members, 
whom he designated as “the soldier 
guardians of the people.”’ 

The deeds of the eight men who won the 
medals were recited by Mr. Mills, and his 
vivid description of the scenes which gave 
distinction to Patrolman Keefe and Detect- 
ive Howard caused an outburst of applause. 

Concluding, Mr. Mills said: The great 
world’s heart admires and loves the hero 
who sinks himself in another's cause and 
unselfishly offers his life to save that of 
friend or stranger.”’ 

At the conclusion of his address the medals 
were affixed to the coats of the men by Mayor 
Harrison, after which the return trip was 
made to Adams street and Michigan avenue, 
where the parade was dispersed.

FRANK J. M’NAMARA, patrolman, Fiftieth 
Street Station; after a desperate pistol fight on 
May 10, 1900, McNamara overpowered and cap- 
tured Elsie and James Demett, colored burglars 
from Des Moines, Ia. 

THOMAS J. HOWARD, Lieutenant, Central Po- 
lice Station; Oct. 30, 1897, Howard shot and cap- 
tured William Rohan, wanted in St. Louis for 
murder, burglary, and robbery, after a pistol duel 
during which the officer and fugitive were at oppo- 
site ends of a garbage box in an alley. 

JOHN J. HENNESSY, Captain engine company 
No. 49; Hennessy entered a burning building at 
4629 Paulina street on April 30, 1898, and rescued 
three children, who were nearly suffocated. 

JAMES KEEFE,. patrolman, Maxwell Street Sta- 
tion: Jan. 13, 1809, Keefe arrested Sam Jones, a 
fugitive, charged with murder, in a houss at Wat- 
seka, III., after the local officers had deserted him; 
friends of Jones threatened to shoot any one who 
attempted to enter the house, but Keefe broke into 
the house, placed a pistol at the fugitive’s head,

US TO END TARIFF 
CONTROVERSY. 


RUSSIA OFF 


Finance Minister De Witte Formally 
Proposes That the Government Will 
Not Impose Additional Duties on 
American Goods if the United States 
Win Not Collect Countervailing Du- 
ties on Russian Sugar—Secretary 

Gage Says Matter Is in the Courts. 


Washington, D. C., July 9.—[Special.]— 
Russia has proposed to rescind its action in 
imposing additional duties on American 
goods going into the Czar’s dominions if the 
United States will not collect countervailing 
duties on Russian sugar coming into the 
United States. 

Secretary Gage advised the Russian gov- 
ernment, through the State department, that 
the matter was now before the courts for 
determination. 

The action of Russia is an indirect result 
of Secretary Hay’s note of two weeks ago. 
The proposal made by the Russian govern- 
ment is taken to indicate that a more con- 
ciliatory feeling exists on the part of the 
Russian officials, and the belief is that the 
prospect of an extensive tariff war between 
the two countries is more remote now than 
it has been for several months. 

It is seldom that Russia blunders in con- 
ducting diplomatic or commercial relations 
with another power, but it has done so in its 
tariff controversy with the United States. 


Russia in Steel Trap. 

Figuratively speaking, the bear has been 
caught in a steel trap, and is limping pain- 
fully. The few officials of the government 
at Washington who understand the situation 
are enjoying his discomfiture, but are say- 
ing nothing about it, however. 

The controversy between the United States 
and Russia began early this year, when 
Secretary Gage, convinced that Russia was 
paying an indirect bounty to its sugar ex- 
porters, directed that a countervailing duty 
be imposed upon all importations of that 
product into this country. 

The Secretary took this action solely be- 
cause the Dingley revenue law made it man- 
datory upon him to do so. The Russian gov- 
ernment protested it, and declared it was 
not paying any bounty whatever. But Sec- 
retary Gage had no alternative course to pur- 
sue, and when several cargoes of sugar from 
the Czar’s domain arrived in Baltimore, the 
countervailing duty was levied. It was paid 
under protest, and an appeal uade to the 
federal courts in Maryland, where the case 
is still pending. 

Duty on Petroleum. 

March Secretary Gage issued an order 
to collectors at the ports of entry that a 
certain duty should be collected upon im- 
portations of Russian petroleum. This was 
not done im a spirit of arbitrariness or 
pique. On the comrary, the Secretary again 
was doing his duty as prescribed by law. 

Until March of this year no Russian petro- 
leum had come into American ports, and 
while it may have seemed to the Russian 
government that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was.intent upon precipitating a tariff 
war, that official was guided wholly by the 
statute. Like orders regarding petroleum 


they affected other countries than Russia. 


Russia Begins Retaliation. 

The bear was thoroughly aroused now, and 
was son heard from. The explanations’ of 
the Treasury de t were not satis- 
factory, and retaliation was in order, In 
pursuance of this determination, the Russian 
Minister of Finance on June 8 raised ti dut 
on American bicycles 30 per cent, and 
American resin 20 per cent. d 

Secretary Gage made an inves tion of 
the commercial treaties between the two 
countries. He found, as he had expected, 
that Russia, in imposing a prohibitive duty 
on American bicycles and resin, was violat- 
ing those treaties, and he sent a letter to the 
State department declarng it to be his belief 
that the retaliatory measure adopted by 
Russia was not compatible with the rights 
of the United States under the existing 
compact with that nation. 


Russia Sees Its Mistake. 


This was on June 18, The State depart- 
ment presented Mr. Gage’s contention to the 
Russian Embassy, and immediately 
Russia saw its mistake, and its efforts to 
extricate itself from a dilemma are rather 
amusing. Evidently Mr. Gage’s declaration 
created consternation in the Czar’s capital 
and disconcerted the Minister of Finance, as 
shown by subsequent events. 

Last week Mr. De Wollant, the Chargé 
d' Affaires of the Russian Embassy here, act- 
ing for his government in the absence of 
Count Cassini, called at the State depart- 
ment to explain Russia’s real intentions 
towards the United States. 

He informed Acting Secretary Hill that he 
was directed to say the new duties recently 
imposed on American bicycles and res 
„ere not imposed on account of the action 
of the Treasury department relating to Rus- 
sian petroleum, but on account of the action 
of the United States government construing 
the Russian remission of a consumption tax 
on sugar as a bounty, and imposing a coun- 
tervailing duty in accordance with this 
view.” 

Want Former Relations. 

Mr. De Wollant also sald, as was given out 
to the press on the day of his visit at the 
State department, that “ his government is 
prepared to return to the normal relations’ 
in case the government of the United States 
is disposed to do so.” 

What must have deen Mr. De Wollant’s 
feelings when he made these statements may 
be imagined more easily than described. 
Upon him developed the painful duty of ad- 
mitting for his government that it had blun- 
dered. He must have forgotten, as he as- 
sured Dr. Hill, that the prohibitive duty 
upon bicycles and resin was imposed because 
of the sugar controversy; that Count Cas- 
sini’s formal memorandum, assigning an- 
other reason, was. on file in the department

The Duchess de Vaudricourt become quite 
excited over it and gave me a regular New- 
York-Herald-Paris-edition of M. le Prince. 
He is very English in appearance, but then 
Poole makes all his clothes, and he could 
easily pass for an Englishman, which I think 
would please him immensely. But why— 
why will these smart foreigners who affect 
English fashions always wear lavender or 
buff-colored French kid gloves? Perhaps 
you will say, for the same reason that ng - 
lishwomen who are forever talking of Paris 
fashions wear English corsets. So under all 
the artificiality of civilization national traits 
come out in a pair of gloves or a pair of 
stays! 

The Prince looks as if he would improve 
on acquaintance, but I think it distinctly 
rude and bad form of him to stop and taik 
to such a woman as la belle Lodi within 
a stone’s throw of his wife. The Duchess 
says he has been a mauvais sujet since 16, 
when he disguised himself as a priest and 
confessed dozens of people, and if it hadn’t 
been that his, uncle was a Cardinal, he 
would have got into some hot water. He 
drives with the Lodi daily in the Cascine 
at Florence, and makes her follow him wher- 
ever he goes. She has an apartment at the 
Schweitzerhof. The Princess doesn‘t seem 
to mind; I don’t suppose it would make any 
difference if she did. She is always beau- 
tifully dressed, and spends most of her time 
staring at people through her lorgnettes. 

Poor Professor Chzweiczy (you can pro- 
nounce this name to suit yourself, for no- 
body knows what it should be, and Blanche 
calls it “Squeezey) sits every day on the 
Guat; he holds the Blot on the Brain” 
close in front of his face as if he were near- 
sighted. I think he must have a cast in 
his eyes, for they always seem to be look- 
ing over the top of the book at the people 
passing. I am sure that if it were known 
that he is one of the greatest medical 
scientists of the day, he would be besieged 
like Liane de Pougy; but nobody ever even 
glances at him; they have got his name 
spelled wrong in the hotel visitors’ list, and 
wedged in out of sight between some people 


whose names have a-globe-trotting sound 


and who look like a party of Cook’s “ Spe- 
cials.”’ 


Liane de Pougy sits now in the garden of 
the National, for the crowds nearly suffo- 
cated her on the quai. She is beautiful and 
dresses quietly; you would never dream that 
she is as well known in Paris as a monu- 
ment or a boulevard. A young Frenchman 
has for the last two days been doing his 
best to attract her attention by sitting near 
her, and pretending to read her L’ Insaisis- 
sable.“ I believe that since her arrival 
there are nearly as many copies of this 
roman vécu, as she calls it, as Baedekers 
at the National. It is hard to say which 
is the most interesting—herself or her book. 
I caught ber looking at the old Maréchale 
de Vichy-Pontoise yesterday with the most 
untranslatable expression. I am not quite 
sure but that in spite of her triumphs she 
would change places with the Maréchal 
if she could, and wear the old harridan’s 
mustache and the daguerreotype brooch of 
the late Maréchal and feed Bijou and all. 
As it is, not a woman at the National would 
dream of speaking to ber, and the Maréchale 
would as soon think of strangling Bijou as 
of sitting down at the same table as the 
famous Liane. 

Blanche has just come in to say that a 
Count Fosca has arrived at the National, 
having automobiled all the way from Paris, 
and that the Vicomte is completely boule- 
versé. She is laughing so over something 
that Thérése is telling her that I cannot 
write any more. - 

I can only catch the words, Mrs. John-

“no lights.” I leave it to you to make a 
comedy out of the missing links.—Your dear- 
est Mamme. 


LETTER XV. 

Hotel National, Lucerne, 34 September. 
Darling Elizabeth: It rained yesterday for 
the first time since we have been in Lucerne. 
As I was looking at the lake, which the wind 
had turned into an ocean with waves moun- 
tain high, I saw Comte Belladonna, soaked 
to the skin, hurrying along the quai to the 
hotel.

Heaven grant that the trousers do not 
come to look after the jacket. Pity me, 
Princess, I had wornit but once. It was cut 
at ‘Old England.’ Here, garcon, it is yours 
now.“ 

It was not the words, which were funny 
enough, but the manner in which they were 
uttered that made every one laugh with the 
Comte instead of at him. 

The Princess is a dear. She proved to 
night that she is really a grande dame, and 


that it is neither her name nor her pose which | 


makes her one. Young Sig. Stefano, a shop- 
keeper, we would call him in England, came 
again to the National tonight to dance. The 
proprietor, who is anxious that these dances 
Fhould be a success, has given him, and two 
or three other young: fellows like him, the 
entrée. Of course, according to the cont!- 
nental custom, they can ask any one they 
like to dance, but a natural and creditable 
diffidence has kept them from forcing them- 
selves upon any of the smart set, and they 
are generally to be seen reversing and 
chasséeing with the people from the pen- 
sions, who sit at one end of the ballroom 
and stare at the other. 

Young Stefano is good looking, and dances 
divinely, and has attracted the attention of 
all of us women, and everybody who has 
been in the magasin, where he is in charge 
of the precious stone department, has re- 
marked his quiet, gentlemanly behavior. I 
think I wrote you that he asked Mr. Vandu- 
zen to present him to the Princesse di Spez- 
zia, and he refused, and I must say when he 
came into the room tonight he looked so 
much a gentleman and so handsome that I 
horrified Mr. Vanduzen by telling him to 
bring Stefano to me. 

He was covered with confusion when he 
was introduced, and when we danced he 
bumped me into two or three people, for he 
held me as if he were afraid of me, and we 
took up as much room as four people. I 
made him sit next me and talked. to him, and 
cleverly turned the conversation on to the 
Princess di Spezzia. He said modestly 
that desire had got the better of him the 
other night, and he had presumed to be 
presented to her and had been snubbed, as he 
deserved. His magasin is transferred to 
Florence for the winter; he is a Florentine, 
and has often seen the Princess in the Cas- 
cine and admired her much; he told me 
that he had no desire to meet her as an equal, 
but that he would have been proud to be 
presented to such a great lady. I surprised 
him by saying I would ask the Princess 
if she had any objection, and if not it would 
be easy enough to gratify his small desire. 
His thanks were profuse, and when I got a 
chance I told the Princess the story. She 
was furious with Mr. Vanduzen and has cut 
him dead since; she wondered how he dared 
to refuse to present any one to her without 
her permission, and she declared it was one 
of the greatest pleasures of her position to 
have the people of Florence presented to her 
and admire her. She chatted for some time 
with Stefano and gave him permission to ad-

ly ali the time; her manner was totally free 
from patronage, but it let Stefano know that 
she was what he had always thought, the 
Princess di Spezzia, the greatest lady in

nity, and Blanche and I have agreed that 
in point of manners and etiquette she could 
teach any of our great ladies in England 
how to hold themselves. 

We think she is a dear, and wish we knew 
how to dress as she does and to stare through 
lorgnettes and to endure horrid bores such 
as the Maréchale. I wish the Prince appreci- 
ated her more; he plays the devil devilishly 
well. Sir Charles says there is no question 
of doubt but that the family was a noble one 
in the days of the Roman Empire. Adieu.—

Fear Four May Be Dropped at Meeting 
This Evening, Although All May Be 
Re-elected—Trustee Rowland Wants 
Each District Building te Be the 
Educational Center of Neighborhood 
for Old as Well as Young—Details of 


District school superintendents who failed 
of election at the last meeting of the Board 


of Education probably will learn their fate 


when the board meets tonight. No hint of 
what the action on the matter will be leaked 
out yesterday, except for a statement of Su- 
perintendent Cooley that it was ** possible 
that all fourteen of the district superintend- 
ents will be reélected. The School Manage- 
ment committee has had no meeting to re- 
voke its action on the list, and Superintend- 
ent Cooley said yesterday that he would make 
no report on the subject until the board met, 
unless it was called for. So the board will 
have to decide matters tonight. There is an 
impression about the rooms of the board that 
all the district superintendents finally will 
get their places back. 


New Functions for Schools. 


Trustee Rowland came forward yesterday 


with a plan to make the public schools al- 
most as much of a place of learning for the 
parents as for the pupils. The plan is nota 
new one, but goes further than anything that 
has been attempted until now. Trustee Row- 
land’s idea is to make the schoolhouses the 
centers of thought in the districts where 
they are located. The assembly halls are to 
be used for lectures, and during winter even- 
ings the school buildings are to be thrown 
open for every one in the neighborhood. De- 
bating clubs and literary societies are to 
make the schools their headquarters, and 
each school building is to become a sort of 
public Hull House. 

Besides furnishing a chance for intellectual 
growth, the schools, if Trustee Rowland has 
his way, will be equipped with gymhasium 
apparatus, Instructors in physical culture 
would put the entire neighborhood through 
a system of physical exercises and drilis. 
Military companies might be formed and 
drill in the school buildings, if the residents 
of the district so desired. In connection with 
the gymnasium would be a system of Tree 
baths. 

The idea of using the assembly halis for 
the public was suggested by Superintendent 
Cooley. It has been taken up, in a way, by 
the Chicago Woman's club. 

When the Board of Education begins its 
fall sessions, Trustee Rowland intends to in- 
troduce a resolution providing for an exten- 
sion of the schools in this direction. This res- 
olution will provide for the following: 

Gymnasiums, with instructors. = 

Shower baths, with swimming tanks. 

Free lectures. 

Opening of the schools after school hours to the 


parents. 

Establishment of public library branches in the 
school houses. 

Mr. Rowland does not specify, however, 
how all these improvements are to be ac- 
complished .with the funds at the disposal 
of the board. 

Geography Bureau Asks Funds. 

The bureau of geography, recently estab- 
lished, has just issued a statement asking 
for financial aid, and outlining its purposes.

ING VICTOR EMMANUEL’S action 
in conferring the title of Count upon 
General Osio, as well as the right to 
add the arms of the royal house of 
Savoy to his own armorial bearing, 


which is a most signal and rare honor, con- 


stitutes a striking demonstration of the fact 
that it pays the Governors and mentors of 
young Princes and heirs apparent to be strict 
with their royal charges, and that the latter 
in after life, when they have had an oppor- 
tunity of perceiving the adulation, the ser- 
vility and flattery by which they are en- 
vironed, are able to appreciate the severity 
and independence with which they have been 
treated in their youth by those intrusted with 
their education. 

It is doubtful whether since the time of 
Frederick the Great any royal youth was 
more strictly brought up than King Victor 
Emmanuel, or that there was ever a Gov- 
ernor of an heir apparent who war mere 
severe and more independent in his manage- 
ment of his royal charge than General Osio. 
No end of stories are told at court in Italy 
of the treatment to which Osio subjected his 
royal pupil, and many of them I have placed 
on record in these letters. 

But no matter how much Osio may have 
punished his Prince, no matier how harsh 
the reproofs which he addressed to him, they 
seem to have left no bitterness in the young 
King, who has availed himself of the oc- 
casion of the christening of his first born 
child to give a public and signal expression 
of his sense of deep obligation to the honest, 
independent, and stern old soldier to whom 
he is indebted for that training which has 
rendered him a conspicuous figure and a must 
interesting individuality among the mon- 
archs of the old world.

After all, King Victor Emmanuel, in thus 
honoring his former mentor, is following the 
example of the late Car, who gave the name 
of his tutor, that stern and gloomy old 
fanatic Pobiednotsoff, to one of the finest 
battleships of the Muscovite navy, besides 
appointing him procurator, that is the lay 
chief, of the Holy. Synod of the National 
Church of Russia. Emperor William ap- 
pointed his tutor, the odd looking and odd 
named Professor Hintzpeter, a pedagogue 
renowned for his severity to his royal pupils, 
to a seat in the Privy Council, with the predi- 
cate of Excellency,” and made him for a 
time his principal counselor, until the pro- 
fessor, who was far cleverer as a teacher 
than as a statesman, demonstrated this by 
giving advice to the Kaiser, which turned 
out disastrously. King Edward's tutor was a 


-clergyman, who rejoiced in the significant 


name of Birch. He is now, unless lam much 
mistaken, a canon of some cathedral, and 
will in course of time blossom forth into a 
Bishop, that being the usual fate in store for 
those divines who have acted as mentors to 


the Kings of England. 


King Edward, by the bye, is suffering from 
the same disadvantage and hardship as the 
King of Italy and so many other Euro- 
pean sovereigns—namely: From a plethora 
of palaces, which he is called upon to main- 
tain at vast expense, but which he cannot in- 
habit. More than half of the incon:e of the 
civil list of Victor Emmanuel, like that of 
his father, Humbert, is consumed in keeping 
in repair palaces, for the most part, closed up 
and deserted in almost every city and town 
of any importance in Italy, abodes of petty 
sovereigns in the days when che peninsula 
was divided up into innumerable more or less 
independent states, and which, at the time 


ot the absorption of these estates by the King- 


dom of United Italy, passed into, the pos- 
session of the reigning house of Savoy. 

In England almost every sovereign has 
either built or acquired new palaces, which 
have been spurned by his or her follower on 
the throne. Thus William III. created Ken- 
sington Palace, because he disliked White- 
hall, which latter place owed its origin to the 
distaste of another sovereign for St. James’ 
Palace. King George III. acquired Bucking- 
ham Palace, which was entirely rebuilt, 
though not lived in by King George IV., who 
made his home at Carlton House. Queen 
Victoria built in turn both Balmoral and 
Osborne, neither of which King Edward or 
Queen Alexandra like, and the maintenance 
of which constitutes a drain of over $150,000 
a year on their civil list. 

Thus, as matters stand now, King Edward 
finds himself saddled with Hampton Court 
Palace, Kensington Palace, St. James’ 
Palace, Balmoral Castle, and Osborne, Clare- 
mont, Bushey House, and a number of other 
royal residences, which he is required to 
maintain at an enormous expense and yet 
which are of no earthly use to him. Since 
the day when Oliver Cromwell and his re- 
public dealt with the crown estates no 
palaces have been demolished or sold, except 
Carlton House, the home of King George IV., 
and the latter’s hideous pavilion at Brighton. 
It is now urged that St. James’ Palace, in 
particular, and Kensington Palace also, 
should be dismantled, and the sites on which 
they are built either sold or leased on terms 
advantageous to the crown. For historical 
and archeological purposes the old Tudor 
tower and gateway of St. James’ Palace 
might be retained. But the remaining por- 
tions of this palace, which have no pre- 
tensions to architectural beauty, could be 
well spared, and the ground which they oc- 
cupy would be immensely valuable. At pres- 
ent the greater part of St. James’ Palace 18 
devoted to residences for royal favorites and 
retainers.

In the same way it is urged that the King 
should be enabled to dispose, either by lease 
or by sale, of both Bulmoral Castle and Os- 
borne. Possibly J. Pierpont Morgan might 
be induced to hire or buy the one, and Will- 
jam Waldorf Astor the other. It would be a 
great saving to the King, and the funds thus 
accruing to him, both through the economy 
of the cost of maintenance and through the 
rent or purchase money paid, would enable 
him to add to the splendor of his court and 
to his general comfort. We have it on the

maintain both Osborne and Balmoral out of 
his privy purse. Any suitable offer for either 
of these places would therefore be welcomed, 
and likely to be accepted. The King has al- 
ready rented out (not lent), his palace known 
as the White Lodge at Richmond to Mrs. 
Hartman. There is no reason therefore why 
he should not do the same thing with those 
other palaces which he does not care to in-

in England is to be found in his knowledge 
of the pronunciation of aristocratic names. 
He must know for instance that Pepys 
is pronounced as Peeps, that Beauchamp 
is pronounced as '*‘ Beacham," that Marjori- 
banks is Marchbanks, that Menzies is 
** Minjies,” and so on throughout the entire 
chapter.
